DNR officers offer ORV safety tips 


Speed and reckless driv- 
ing are the primary con- 
tributing factors for off-road 
vehicle accidents, with 24 
percent of all ORV accidents 
reported in 2017 resulting 
from people driving too fast, 
and 16 percent of riders not 
wearing a helmet. 

Michigan DNR conserva- 
tion officers are seeing more 
ORVs hitting the trail ear- 
lier in the season. They’re 
also seeing more accidents, 
which easily could be 
avoided by keeping safety in 
mind. 

Most ORV accidents can 
be avoided by riding ata 
safe speed, riding sober, rid- 
ing on the right side of the 
trail, easing up around cor- 
ners, being familiar with the 
terrain and riding within 
the ORV’s limits. 

“There may be designated 
ORV speed limits on public

roadways approved for 
ORVs,” said Conservation 
Officer Ben Shively, who pa- 
trols Oceana County. “And 
while there are no posted 
speeds on trails, riders can 
receive a citation for exces- 


sive speed or reckless rid- 
ing.” 

It’s also important to wear 
a helmet and to remember 
that there are many ORVs 
on the trails, including a 
growing number of side-by-

“We want to remind rid- 
ers to take corners easy and 
ride on the right side of the 
trail,” said Conservation Of- 
ficer Josiah Killingbeck, 
who patrols Lake County. 
“Side-by-sides are wider 
than dirt bikes and quads, 
taking up more room on the 
trails. You never know 
what’s around the corner.”

On the road again: DNR fish-stocking trucks 


If you’ve been driving 
Michigan’s highways and 
back roads in recent weeks, 
you might have spotted DNR 
fish-stocking trucks nearby. 
The department is right in 
the middle of its spring 
stocking season, which 
means there’s a good chance 
of coming across one of 
these trucks releasing its 
prized recreational cargo — 
thousands of fish — at hun- 
dreds of locations through- 
out the state. 

Stocking is a valuable tool 
used by fisheries managers 
to restore, improve and cre- 
ate fishing opportunities in 
Michigan’s inland lakes and 
streams and the Great 
Lakes. 

The DNR accomplishes 


this task by rearing fish at 
its six fish-production facili- 
ties, cooperatively managing 
up to 29 rearing ponds and 
six Great Lakes imprinting 
net pen/pond locations and 
maintaining a fleet of 18 spe- 
cialized fish-stocking vehi- 
cles. 

Every year, the DNR 
stocks more than 20 million 
fish weighing more than 350 
tons. Species stocked include 
steelhead; Atlantic, chinook 
and coho salmon; splake, 
brown, brook, lake and rain- 
bow trout, plus muskellunge 
and walleye. Beginning in 
mid-March and ending in 
early June, DNR trucks will 
travel well over 100,000 miles 
to stock more than a thou- 
sand locations.

Scattered across the state, 
Michigan’s wetlands provide 
great year-round recreation 
opportunities like birding, 
boating, fishing, hiking, 
photography and hunting. 
Now through July 14, the 
DNR’s Wetland Wonders 
Challenge offers even more 
reasons to visit. Stop by one 
of the 14 Wetland Wonders 
locations at state game and 
wildlife areas around Michi- 
gan, snap a picture next to 
the official sign, and you 
could win a Cabela’s gift 
card valued at up to $1,000. 

But Michigan’s wetlands 
offer more than amazing 
recreation and prize oppor- 
tunities. They’re key to im- 
proving and maintaining 
the state’s environmental 
health. 

“Michigan’s wetlands are 
beneficial to humans and to 
wildlife,” said Holly Vaughn, 
DNR wildlife communica- 
tions coordinator. “They 
provide important flood con- 
trol functions, especially im- 


portant when communities 
are experiencing a great 
deal of rainfall, and help to 
filter water, making our 
groundwater cleaner. Wet- 
lands also provide nesting 
areas and resting spots for 
migrating birds to stop and 
refuel for their long migra- 
tions.” 

Besides serving a vital en- 
vironmental function, 
Michigan’s thousands of 
acres of wetlands are a great 
way to explore Michigan’s 
outdoors — wetlands are 
teeming with a diverse array 
of species, and opportuni- 
ties abound for people who 
want to get involved in na- 
ture year-round. Whether 
that’s by wildlife viewing, 
kayaking or hunting, wet- 
lands should be every out- 
door enthusiast’s next stop.

Keep fire safety in mind this spring and summer 


The Memorial Day holi- 
day weekend marks the un- 
official start of summer fun 
in Michigan, complete with 
campfires, cookouts, fire- 
works and other outdoor ac- 
tivities. 

But spring and summer 
also are key times for wild- 
fires in Michigan, and most 
of these are started acciden- 
tally by people. So far in 
2019, the DNR has fought 
more than 140 wildfires on 
nearly 800 acres around the 
state. 

“Just a little bit of precau- 
tion and planning can re- 
duce the risk of fires and 
keep outdoor activities fun 
and safe,” said Paul Rogers, 
a DNR fire prevention spe- 
cialist. “Michigan’s late 
spring this year means that 
some trees and plants are 
still in a dry winter state, 
and more likely to burn 
when hit by a stray spark or 
ember.” 

The DNR’s new fire safety 
page, available in the Safety 
Information section of the 


DNR’s Michigan.gov/DNRE 
ducation webpage, offers 
tips on: 

Campfire safety. Always 
douse your fire thoroughly 
with water before leaving it. 

Debris burning. You need 
to get a permit to burn de- 
bris at 
Michigan.gov/BurnPermit 
or by phone at 866-922-2876 if 
you live in the northern 
Lower Peninsula or the 
Upper Peninsula. People in 
other locations should 
check with local municipali- 
ties. Keep your fire at least 
10 feet away from logs, 
stumps or other debris and 
make sure no branches are 
hanging overhead. 

Firewise landscaping. 
This type of landscaping 
protects your home or cabin 
by minimizing the number 
of shrubs, leaves and trees 
that are close to the house. 
You can learn more about 
Firewise landscaping from 
the National Fire Protection 
Association.

CONSIDER THE PROS AND CONS TO EACH
